He has refused to

city Saturday, it was said. 
Continually the man paces his cell 
and at intervals tries to climb the wall 
and the door, according to jail officials. 
Action disposing of the man’s case 
is expected to be taken by Federal 
Judge Charles B. Witmer this week. 
A request for the appointment of a 
lunacy commission will be made, it is 
said. 
Aultland was arrested a week ago 
by Harry J . Ellinger, local prohibition 
agent, 
charged 
with operating a 
“moonshine” still, illegally selling and 
possessing liquor and maintaining a 
common nuisance. 
He conducted a 
small grocery and confectionery store 
in York and in addition to being held 
for Federal court under $1,000 bail, he 
is also being held under $300 hail for 
tho York county courts, charged with 
permitting a slot machine to be oper- 
! ated in his place.

During Sunday night, however, he 
became so unruly jail attaches took his 
belt away from him fearing he might 
attempt suicide.

condition entirely across the State 
(during 1022. 
But one gap of 14 miles 
remains to be improved. 
It lies next 
to the Ohio State line and is not a por­ 
tion of the Pennsylvania state highway 
system. 
This stretch may be bad in 
wet weather and an alternate route, 
crossing the 
Monongahela River 
at 
Pittsburgh on the Point Bridge and 
proceeding through the Panhandle of 
West Virginia 
to 
East 
Liverpool, 
Ohio, is much used and is kept in good 
condition in the summer. This south 
road is about eleven miles shorter than 
the Lincoln Highway and the Associa­ 
tion is endeavoring to bring about its 
construction as a portion of the route. 
Action by the State Legislature in 
establishing this' link as a portion of 
the state 
highway system is 
first 
necessary and it is to be hoped that 
this will be done during 1922. 
H. C. Mitinger, of this place, the 
secretary of the State Lincoln High­ 
way Association, calls the attention of 
the local members to the filet that the 
dues for this year are past due and 
that prompt payment will assist ma­ 
terially in the effort of securing con­ 
struction of the road beyond Pitts­ 
burgh.

Pennsylvania, which took the lead

and cattle herds of Pennsylvania as 
is tuberculosis and the annual loss is 
equally as large. 
After years of study and prepara­ 
tion, the Bureau of Animal Husban­ 
dry of the Pennsylvania Department 
of Agriculture has arranged to test 
the herds of farmers that arc; inter­ 
ested in 
the 
plan. 
Absolute teste 
have bee n perfected for the detection 
of the disease and the herds will be 
tested much on the same order as 
the test for 
tuberculosis is carried 
out. 
Certificates will not be .issued tc 
owners of clean herds at this time, al­ 
though one such certificate has been 
issued by the department, 
but 
the 
herds that pass the tests and have ne 
reactors, will 
be known 
as “clean 
herds.” 
S 
The rules and regulations govern­ 
ing clean herds have been perfected 
and it is believed that the tremendous 
loses from this disease can be m ater­ 
ially reduced.
